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Restriction Requirement

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to a floating window which may have applications with 
a flatbed scanner, classified in class 359, subclass 197. 

II. Claims 20-59, drawn to a flat bed scanner, classified in class 358, 
subclass 474. 

III. Claims 60-65, drawn to a method for manipulating optical elements in a 
top portion of a scanner, classified in class 359, subclass 227 or 554. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions I and II, directed toward an apparatus and III are related as process for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or 
(2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different 
process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process is used to make a different 
invention from that of I or II. The method of III has utility outside of use with a flatbed 
scanner or use of a floating window. The scanner can be disconnected from the top to 
adjust optical components without the use of a window. 
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Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination (floating window) has 
separate utility such as for allowing for various sizes and/or thickness of documents, 
books or papers to be read so as to allow the optics to remain in place to avoid 
recalibrating the positions of the optic elements. 

Group II requires the use of an open lid without the use or a window. Hence a 
top lid could be used without the use of an open window, to allow the internal optical 
components to be accessed for cleaning or removal etc. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104.
